FIRST LADY’S 2013 INAUGURAL GOWN 
TO GO ON DISPLAY AT SMITHSONIAN

Museumgoers can glimpse Michelle 
Obama’s sweeping, ruby-red chiffon 
gown from the 2013 inauguration begin- 
ning Tuesday but designer Jason Wu’s 
white, one-shouldered dress worn by the 
first lady at the previous inauguration will 
be temporarily under wraps. 

The red gown, which has velvet touches 
and a distinctive cross-halter strap neck- 
line, goes on display at the Smithsonian 
National Museum of American History 

It’s not common for a first lady’s gown 
from a second inauguration to go on ex- 
hibit in Washington, since recent tra- 
dition has these dresses given to presi- 
dential libraries, said Lauren Meegan, a 
public affairs assistant at the museum. 

“It’s absolutely stunning,” she said of 
the dress, which will be at the center of 
the museum’s popular exhibition, “The 
First Ladies.” 


The Taiwan-born Wu was 26 when 
he rocketed to international renown by 
being Obama’s pick as designer for her 
white gown for the 2009 inaugural balls. 

In March 2010, Obama formally pre- 
sented the dress, embellished with or- 
ganza flowers and Swarovski crystals, to 
the museum as a gift, as her predecessors 
have. 

“The dress I donated today ... is a mas- 
terpiece,” she said then. “It’s simple, it’s 
elegant and it comes from the brilliant 
mind of someone who is living the Ameri- 
can dream.” 

The one-year loan of the red gown co- 
incides with the centennial of the first 
ladies exhibition, which in 1914 was the 
first Smithsonian display to prominently 
feature women. 

For 50 years, the exhibit has been at the 
National Museum of American History 
which opened in 1964.

Chicago’s wicked winter weather isn’t 
enough to contain its cyciist popuiation

Bicyclists, it’s cold outside. 

But the plunging temperatures and piles of snow aren’t about to 
deter a dedicated group of city riders who plan to ride through the 
colder months. Since this is the first winter for Divvy Chicago’s 
bike sharing program, there could be more cyclists on the road this 
season than ever before. 

Jason Jenkins, education specialist for the Active Transportation Alliance, a 
local advocacy group, said riding in the winter is no less safe than at any other 
time of year, as long as riders are willing to bundle up and walk their bikes or 
change routes if they come upon an unplowed street.

2 pilots suspended 
after landing incident 


Southwest Airlines suspended two pilots 
from flying after their jetliner with 124 pas- 
sengers landed at the wrong airport near 
Branson, Mo., late Sunday, a spokeswoman 
said Monday 

A Southwest captain who has 15 years fly- 
ing with the airline and a first officer were 
removed from flying duties pending a federal 
investigation of the landing, said Michelle 
Agnew, a Southwest spokeswoman said. 

The Boeing 737-700 landed at the M. Gra- 
ham Clark Downtown Airport, also known as 
Taney County Airport, instead of at Branson 
Airport, the main commercial air strip near 
Branson, which has a much longer runway 
Southwest said in a statement. The airports 
are about 7 miles apart. 

It’s not clear why the crew landed the plane 


at the wrong airport. 

The Federal Aviation Administration is 
investigating the mistaken landing but had 
no other comment, spokeswoman Elizabeth 
Isham Cory said. 

The National Transportation Safety Board 
announced Monday that it also is investigat- 
ing the incident. 

The flight data recorder and cockpit voice 
recorder from the airplane have been secured 
and are being brought back to Washington for 
readout and analysis, the safety board said in 
a statement. 

NTSB investigators also will interview the 
Southwest crew this week. 

The plane had departed Sunday from Mid- 
way in Chicago on a flight to Dallas Love 
Field with a planned first stop in Branson. 


Nigerian president 
signs anti-gay iaw 

Nigerian President 
Goodluck Jonathan signed 
a bill Monday that crimi- 
nalizes same-sex relation- 
ships, defying Western 
pressure over gay rights 
and provoking criticism 
from the U.S. The bill, 
which was passed by the 
national assembly last 
May, contains penalties of 
up to 14 years in prison and 
bans gay marriage, same- 
sex “amorous relation- 
ships” and membership of 
gay rights groups.
